FACE BIG PROBLEMS 


Bureau Reaches Peak of 


Effectiveness During 


Depression Days

The American Farm Bureau Fed- 


eration was born of a definite and 
very real need for consolidation of 
agricultural forces. 


In years past, farmers have found 


by bitter experience that they could 
do little or nothing, working individ- 
ually, to cope with the complex eco- 
nomic problems that hnvc become so 
serious with the changing limes. There 
was a golden age of agriculture, back 
there > in 1909 to 1914. when farmers 
seemed to prosper along with the rest 
of the people, by producing to the 
utmost. Foreign markets seemed able 
to absorb everything that could be 
produced above 
domestic 
require- 


ments. Prices were good, business was 
.expanding, population increasing, la- 
bor was well employed. A man's op- 
portunities seemed limited only by 
his.pwn ambition..and resourcefulness. 
"From this satisfactory situation, wo 
were plunged into the hectic war 
years, with the government urging 
farmers to produce to the utmost as 
a patriotic duty. Buyers begged for 
more food and fiber, prices skyrocket- 
ed in amazing fashion, land 
prices 


soared. Speculation was rampant, ev- 
erybody had money and spent it lav- 
ishly. All business was operating on 
a highly inflated basis. 


Born Out <»f War 


It was during these years (hat the 


Farm Bureau idea took hold of fann- 
ers. The county organizations, work- 
ing with the land grant colleges, the 
extension service and the 
county 


agents, cooperated 
with 
the 
draft 


boards, the food administration, liber- 
ty loan committees and other groups in 
mobilizing the nation's resources to 
win the war. 


When that emergency was over, the 


fanners found themselves faced with 
other problems, some of them more 
serious to the individual than the war 
problems. County Farm Bureaus were 
federated into state organizations, and 
in 1910 the American Farm Federation 
was born. Just as the county units 
svorkcd on local problems, the state 
and national organizations began to 
function 
in considering the 
large 


problems of agriculture. 


From the beginning the Farm Bu- 


reau enjoyed unique prestige, t It was 
different from anything previously 
known. It was founded on the bed- 
rock of community groups who work- 
ed together on their land problems. 
There wat( something 
fundamental, 


something homely about it because it 
represented a non-partisan attempt of 
farm people to advance their own wel- 
fare through the power of numbers of 
people working together on a basis of 
mutual trust and understanding. 


From those early days right down 


to the present, the Farm Bureau has 
steadily advanced, gaining in strength 
and prestige. The organibation be- 
came a strong factor at Washington, 
bringing its great power to bear on 
national legislation and on formulat- 
ing national policies for the greatest 
industry in the country. 


Some of our battles were lost, but 


we went right ahead, along the course 
that had been laTd out for us, gaining 
more and more power because our or- 
ganization represented a great grass- 
root movement, deeply embedded in 
the hearts and spirit 
of the rural 


people. 
They 
saw in it a means 


through which they could pool their 
strength to solve the problems that as 
individuals they were powerless to 
cope with. 


Peak of Effectiveness 


We won many battles in the course 


of our career, but it was not until 
1933 that we reached the peak of ef- 
fectiveness. Early in that year, dur- 
ing the black days of the depression, 
the newly elected President 
Roose- 


velt, himself a Farm Bureau member, 
naturally turned to the organization 
for advice and guidance. Organized 
agriculture was told to come to an 
uyi'Lc-nit'iit us to what it wanted, and 
then to write its own program. 


It was a distinction granted to no 


other group. This was becau.se the 
Farm Bureau had proved through the 
years the fundamental soundness of 
its set-up, and because events had es- 
tablished the soundness of its leader-

for motorists was forecast Monday by 
Bernard H. Markham, director of the 
American Petroleum Industries Com- 
mittee as the likely outcome of the 
reduction of one cent a gallon in the 
New York state's gas tax recently vot- 
ed by the state legislature.

He added: 
"That should end such discussion. 
"And get one thing straight—I ain 


not opposing any of the candidates, 


"My concern is with principles." 
Mr. Hoover's statement began: 
"My discussions with senators, con- 


gressmen, and others who visited me 
from Washington over the week-end 
related wholly to the Republican plat- 
form." 


In another paragraph, he said that 


former Governor Lowden of Illinois 
"should be asked to write the agricul- 
tural plank for the convention." 


He continued:

quate, because the total amount of 
milk may be-insufficient for needs of 
the baby, the milk may not be of good

That capital ships (battleships and

lategorles: (a) They must be between 
17,500 and 35,000 tons and carry 14-inch 
suns (nn escape clause provides that 
16-inch guns rtiay be installed if Ja- 
pan and Italy do not concur in such 
;urt caliber limitation;) (b) Ships must 
3c limited to 8,000 tons with six-inch 
;uns.

Wild Horses in 


the Forest Again 


Poland Following Restor- 


ation Policy It Used 


With the Bison 


BIALOW1EZA, Poland.— (A*) —The 


wild horses of Poland arc going to get 
a chance to come back. 


The Binlowicza forest used to be 


full of them, but by the beginning of 
the nineteenth century they had dls* 
appeared. Scientists, \howfcvcr, con- 
tended thnt some of the horses pulling 
plowa on farms in this region were 
pure-blooded descendants of the wild 
steeds. 


So ten of them, judged by experts 


to be without any taint of ordinary 
domestic horso nnccstory, have been 
turned loose in the woods to multiply. 
They nrc'under the special protection 
of the forest administration, which 
hopes to have the same luck with 
them ns with European bison. 


Before the war these bison used to 


be the main attraction of the Binlo- 
wiezn forest. In the wnr years, how- 
ever, food was more important than 
any other consideration to a lot of 
people. What the German soldiers 
didn't shoot, the Polish peasant kill- 
ed; bison meat was admittedly good 
food for hungry people. 


When the wnr was over it was all 


over with the bison, too. But the 
forest administration bought a few 
bison from zoological gardens in other 
countries, turned them loose in the 
woods, and now there arc a lot of 
them again.
